I had a brief, pleasant chat with Isadore Salkind a couple of days ago. 

He was surprised to hear from you - pleasantly so - and filled me in a 
bit about working with you on the LaFollette Committee. (He particularly 
recalled your excellent memory.) He has read at least one of your books. 

He wanted to meet me, and I plan to get back to him soon.

Thanks for sending the briefs and documents with your letter of 3/11. 

I have copied the papers and returned them separately. 

The FBI documents are not quite as hot as Jack Anderson ysn would have 
us believe, but interesting enough nonetheless. 

The information that Oswald "said he had been contacted by the MVD" is 
not new. On August 16, 1962, he told SA's Brown and Fain that "when he first 
arrived in the Soviet Union, and also when he started to leave, he was inter- 
viewed by representatives of the MVD.... He denied he ever made any 'deals' with 
tksia the MVD, and stated he ss was never asked to x undertake anything or do 
anything for fchK£ them." (CE 824: 17 WCH 736) 

Your attachment B is, I would guess, not really an FBI-generated document 
at all, but something prepared by xXaffcg staff from the Schweiker Committee. 

One clue is the reference Xh on the last page to "Apparent withholding of 
"oswald imposter" memos of 1960-1961." Someone presumably read the NYT article, 
based on Jones Harris' research, which made this claim, but I am sure that any 
internal FBI investigation, no matter how superficial, would have turned up 
the fact (known to hes me) that the key memo in question had been given to the 
Warren Commission and released through the Archives.
